In  Canada,  the  credit  of  inaiimiratinp:  this  co-operative  niovem.  nt  lielonfts  to  the 
liimherm.n  ot  the  St.  .Mauri.v  VaHey.  gueh,.e.  who.  in  the  ,priim  of  1!I12.  oruniiized 
the  St.  Maurice  Fire  Protective  Association  aloiifr  similar  lines  to  tho-e  already 
described,  and  iii  one  short  summer  huilt  up  a  fire-protective  servi.-e  second  to  none 
III  Canada. 

Ill  May,  l!»l),s,  thi    l.aurentide  Pulp  and  Paper  Company,  on  the  St.  Maurice  river 

jtave  to  Mr.   Kllwood  Wils Siiperintemh.iit  of  its   Fon.stry  Division,  permission  to 

organize  a  fire-|.rote<-tive  service,  independent  of  that  reipiired  hv  the  giu-hee  (iovrrii- 
n:ent.  eonsistiiipr  of  twenty-sev.Mi  raiijrers.  who  ..overed  about  two  thousand  scpiare 
mihs  ot  the  company  s  limits,  and  about  one  hundred  square  iiiih's  of  adjacent  limits 
which  had  to  be  crossed  in  patrolliiip  their  own. 

The  fires  thus  prevented  more  than  justifie.l  this  increased  expenditure  and  Mr 
\\ilson  conceived  the  idea  of  cxttiidin^'  this  servie,-  by  obtaininj;  tlw  co-operation  of 
the  other  timber-limit  owners  of  the  St.  Maurice  Vallev.  who  as  early  as  IIKK!  hid 
already  <-o-o|)erat..d  for  the  purpose  of  .IriviiiK  lofrs  on  that  river.  Ac-ordiiiftly  at  the 
annual  nie(tiii>r  of  the  St.  Maurice  Hoom  and  Driving  Associati.m.  in  lW){)'iic  pro- 
posed that  all  the  lin.it-holders  there  represented  should  form  a  co-operative' associa- 
tion to  obtain  economical  and  efficient  fire-jirotection  in  the  St.  Maurice  Valley.  But 
as  the  Bovernnient  rcfrulations  rcfrardinj,'  fire-protection  an-  not  verv  severe  on  limit- 
holders  in  Quebec,  this  jiroposition  met  with  little  favour  at  that  time,  because  of  the 
UK-ieased  cxpenditur..  nccessitat,.d  by  such  a  scheme  and  bc.-aus..  each  <-ompanv.  know- 
ing how  inetticient  its  own  attempts  at  fire-protection  had  been  in  the  past,  was  afraid 
to  trust  the  i.iaiiafriiiient  of  such  a  schen;e  to  any  other  comiiany. 

However.  .Mr.  Wilson,  backed  by  the  Laurentide  Company!  succeeded  in  starting 
a  co-operative  ass.ciation  consisting  of  the  owner>  of  tiniber-limit>  alon^r  the  rijiht  of 
way  of  the  Xational  Transcontinental  Kailuay.  one-third  of  the  <-ost  Im  ing  paid  bv 
the  Quebec  (Government,  one  third  by  the  National  Traiis..„ntiiiental  C..mmissioii 
nii.l  the  remainiim'  third  by  the  limit-holders  in  the  association.  This  railwa-  patrol 
was  J.  success  in  every  wa.v.  and  duritiK  the  period  b 'tween  ISHIS  and  litll  over  three 
hundred  and  twenty-eipht  fires  were  extiiijruished.  t-.ther  on  the  rifilit  of  wav  or  on 
the  adjaeont  limits.

As  'a  stitch  in  time  saves  nine."  so  a  ran^'er  close  at  hainl  when  a  fire  lias  just 
started  can  do  what  niiu-  ranjrers  or  even  ninety-nine  may  fail  to  do  lat<>r,  namely, 
put  out  the  tire.  The  >rrratest  aid  in  securinjr  prompt  action  is  a  systeii:  of  lookout 
towers,  telephone  lines,  and,  where  ixissihle,  trails.

In  Canada,  the  railways  arc  retpiire;!  by  law  to  keep  their  rights  of  way  cleared, 
hut  no  legislation  has  yet  been  enacted  in  Canada  nMiuirinjr  the  lumlH>rnien  to  burn 
slash,  though  tentative  attempts  have  been  made  in  Ontario  and  Hritisb  Columbia. 
The  lumbernien  in  Washington  and  Ongiui  are  n-qnired  by  law  to  burn  their  logging 
slash,  and  do  so  satisfactorily  at  a  cost  of  fron:  fifteen  to  fifty  cents  an  aero.  While 
conditions  in  Canada  in  many  cases  do  not  justify  such  a  procedure  at  present,  it  is 
practically  <'ertain  that  the  lopping  of  tops  will  soon  be  extensively  practiced,  for  it 
materially  reduces  the  tire  risk.  It  is  not  improbable  that  the  St.  Maurice  and  other 
protective  asso<'iations  will  undertake  this  j)ractice  themselves  In'forc  the  government 
takes  steps  to  enforce  it.  The  Mcl.cod  Lumber  Company  rci'ently  carried  on  some 
interesting  experiments  in  slash  burning  and  fire-protection  on  their  limits  in  Cali- 
fornia. The  work  was  put  in  charge  of  the  I'liited  States  Fon.st  Service  and  the 
results  were  publisheil  in  a  governirent  bulletin.  They  found  that  protection  of  cut- 
over  land  from  tire  by  burning  slash,  installing  telephone  lines,  cutting  trails  and 
maintaining  adecpiate  patrol  would  pay  for  itself  by  a  small  margin  in  prospective 
future  yields,  but  that  su<-h  protection  was  chietly  justifiable  because  by  protecting 
cut-ovi'V  lands  the  mature  timber  was  also  iirotccted.

A  great  deal  of  such  work  liad  been  done  in  the  rnitiHl  States.  (spe<'ially  by  the 
Western  Forestry  and  Conservation  Association,  and  the  results  obtained  have  fidly 
justified  the  expense  of  this  educiitioinil  campaign.
